Christian Maire filed this appeal from his conviction and sentence on a charge of 
engaging in a child exploitation enterprise. Defense counsel now advises that Maire died on 
January 2, 2019, and moves to remand the case to the district court with instructions to dismiss 
the indictment. The government concurs in the relief requested. 

“Where a defendant in a criminal case dies while the case is pending on direct appeal, the 
case abates and the action must be remanded to the district court to dismiss the indictment.” 
United States v. Wilcox, 783 E.2d 44, 44 (6th Cir. 1986); see also Eed. R. App. P. 43(a)(1) (Upon 
the filing of a suggestion of death, the court “may then direct appropriate proceedings.”). 

Accordingly, the judgment is VACATED and the case is REMANDED to the district 
court with instructions to dismiss the indictment.
